SPACE CENTRE, Houston (UPI)— 
America’s A polio 11 astronauts soared 
through their final lunar orbits Sunday 
before cutting loose the spidery space¬ 
craft that two of them will ride to the sur¬ 
face of the moon and the dawning of a 
new era. 

The magic number is 13. On that orbit space- 
flight commander Neil Armstrong and Edwin 
“Buzz” Aldrin will separate the lunar lander Eagle 
from the command ship. Columbia, which Michael 
Collins will continue flying in moon orbit while 
his colleagues carry out man's first landing in an¬ 
other world. 

Before retiring Saturday night the astronauts 
beamed back to earth a color television view of the 
scarred lunar surface where they win walk and 
gave their lunar lander a major checkout. 

The moon landing is scheduled for 1:14 pan. 
today on the barren lunar Sea of Tranquility. 

Before that hour. Aldrin and Armstrong were 
to give the lander still another checkout. Later, 
the lunar lander and the command ship will sep¬ 
arate slightly while Collins, in the command ship, 
visually inspects the outside of the Eagle to deter¬ 
mine whether there has been any damage. 

Finally. Armstrong and Aldrin will fire the 
lander's descent engine and begin the hot danger¬ 
ous miles to the moon. 

They will travel in the same orbit as the com¬ 
mand module for approximately two-thirds of an 
orbit, then fire their descent engine which will 
lower them into an orbit about 50,000 feet above the 
crater-pocked lunar surface. 

At this point, they win be rocketing along 
face down and backward at about 3.740 mph. A

At an altitude of 500 feet, within 2.000 feet of 
their destination, the astronauts will start dropping 
almost vertically and will begin havering to select 
a touchdown spot They will also have tilted their 
spacecraft almost upright, with its windows for¬ 
ward in order to get a good look at their target. 

Until they reach the 500-foot level, spacecraft 
computers—fed by radar and other sensing devices 
—likely will control most of the flight, but in the

Purpose of Act and Regulations 

The provisions of the Consumer 
Protection Act and regulations which 
first came Into force on January I, 
1968, and which have now been ex¬ 
tended, are designed to ensure that the 
purchaser of goods on time or borrower 
of money is furnished with all the credit 
terms of the contract expressed in a 
meaningful way PRIOR to the trans¬ 
action being entered upon. In this way 
the emsumer is able to shop for the 
best terms possible just as he shops for 
any other commodity. 

In addition to prior dmciosure, the 
Act also requires that contracts to pur¬ 
chase goods on time contain certain pro¬ 
visions and in some cases, allows con¬ 
tract to be cancelled by the buyer within 
three (3) days. Other provisions pro¬ 
hibit unethical selling practices. The 
h i ghli g h ts of these safeguards are as 
follows: 

When You Buy Goods on Credit 

If yon buy goods, worth $50 or more, 
on credit, then the contract must con¬ 
tain:— 

• The cash price of the goods 

• An adequate description of the 
goods 

• The amount of any down-pay¬ 
ment or trade-in 

• The total credit finance charges 
to be paid an the balance, ex¬ 
pressed both in dollars and cent* 
and as an annual percentage rate. 

• A detailed statement of the terms 
of payment 

• If there is no warranty or guar¬ 
antee, a statement to that effect. 

If there is a warranty or guarantee, 
then prior to the time the buyer signs 
such a contract be must be allowed to 
read the warranty or guarantee that 
applies to the goods and he is entitled 
to a copy of the warra n t y or guarantee 
within a reasonable time thereafter. 

H a p erson buying goods on credit 
can pay off bis indebtedness prior to the 


final due date then he is entitled to 
a proportionate rebate of the credit 
charges by the application of a formula 
set out in the regulations. 

When You Buy Goods at the Door 

If you buy goods at the door that 
exceed $50 in value, then YOU HAVE A 
RIGHT TO CANCEL THE CONTRACT 
WITHIN THREE (3) DAYS of receiv¬ 
ing your copy of the contract provided 
you do so in writing, personally delivered 
or sent by registered mail to the seller 
whose address must appear on the con¬ 
tract. If the goods have not been deliv¬ 
ered. the cancellation period is extended. 
If you cancel the contract, you must 
return any goods that you have received 
and the seller must return to you any 
deposit or trade-in. 

When You Borrow Money 

As in the case of buying goods on 
credit, the borrower must be given, prior 
to the making of the loan, a written 
statement showing the amount to be 
actually received in cash; the cost of 
credit expressed in both dollars and 
cents and as an annual percentage 
rate; the terms of repayment; and any 
charges in the event of default. 

Referral Selling 

As of July L 1969, the practice of 
referral selling is prohibited by law. 
This is a practice used by some sellers 
whereby a portion of the monthly pay¬ 
ments is supposedly reduced if the buyer 
gives the seller the name of prospective 
purchasers who buy simitar goods. This 
technique is largely illusory and the 
buyer subsequently finds that be has 
been induced into entering the contract 
believing that he wfQ not have to make 
any monthly payments but finds that 
very few, if any, of the names which 


are fumirfied buy comparable goods and 
therefore he is stuck with large pay¬ 
ments which often times he cannot 
afford. 


Contracts Relief 

The Act also em p ow ers a Judge; 
having regard to the risk and all circum¬ 
stances, to find that the credit charges 
in a transaction are excessive and that 
the transaction Is harsh and unconsrian- 
able and thereupon reopen the trans¬ 
action and settle it upon such terms as 
be deems fit 


Penalties 

Substantial penalties and drQ reme¬ 
dies are provided for contravention of 
the Act and regulations. 


Exemptions 

The Act does not now extend to 
transactions involving mortgages or 
agreements for sale an the security of 
real property. Sales or credit extended 
to most industrial or commercial enter¬ 
prises are also exempt. 


WHAT YOU SHOULD DO: 

Borrowers and buyers should bear 
in mind that nothing in the Act and 
regulations relieves them of their re¬ 
sponsibility of making careful derisions 
when considering a loan or a purchase 
on credit.

Tax Reform Plans 


W/ITHIN THE NEXT few days, it is expected that 
the finance department in Ottawa will set the 
date on which the tax reform white paper is to be 
made public. 

The popular thinking is that it will be some time 
in October, and that the proposals, or amended 
proposals, might become law in the spring of 1970. 

So far-reaching and perhaps revolutionary are 
the reforms that officials erf the finance depa r t m ent 
are taking much more care than normally to ensure 
that the timing of the announcement is such that it 
will not clash with business or stock market hours. 

Sunday evening has been chosen as the most 
su i ta b l e tine, a point that will raise a few eyebrows tat 
that the stock markets will open on Monday before 
anyone has had an ample chance of examining the 
contents of the white paper. 

However, the statisticians available to the finance 
department have ruled out a Friday evening release, 
because they do not believe the Saturday papers are 
“seriously read.” Is that true? 

Similarly a Saturday release is objected to 
because there are not many Sunday newspapers in 
Canada, although in Victoria the Sunday Colonist has 
the biggest readership and circulation of the week on 
Vancouver Island. 

So Victoria which does not have a Monday 
morning paper will have to depend on other media to 
get the wind of what is going on prior to the opening 
of markets (normally 7 aon. PDT). 

The Sunday evening choice indicates the federal 
government's scant respect for the West generally 
where the time zones put them behind the rest of the 
nation. 

However, the fact that the finance department is 
so engrossed in preventing leakages indicates that 
matters of very grave importance to the financial, 
investment and commercial industries, as well as the 
private taxpayer, are involved. 

There is some belief that large portions of Carter, 
including the capital gains tax, may be adopted, 
without perhaps following the “one tax only” theory 
through to the detail.

A LL TOO FREQUENTLY people are shockingly 
reminded of the necessity for taking all sensible 
precautions for safety In and on the water. 

But in spite of the reports of tragedy from across 
the country too many continue to take the sort of 
risks which invite disaster. 

The lamentable accident at Long Beach on July 
12 when four of 10 persons in a small, powered craft 
drowned when it capsized should illustrate the need 
for cautious judgment, particularly with respect to a 
boat’s capacity. 

Most people who take their recreation on the 
water undoubtedly a p preci a te the danger of over¬ 
loading, but it is probably safe to say that few of than 
are aware of the r eq uire me n t of a load capacity plate 
— even for vessels not over 16 feet. 

Small Vessels Regulations, a component of tile 
Canada Shipping Act, refer to. this horsepower and 
load capacity plate. Every craft not over lf> feet, they 
say, that is equipped with an outboard motor (or 
motors) of 10 or more horsepower “shall have 
permanently attached to it in a plainly visible posi¬ 
tion" a plate ‘issued In respect of that vessel" by the 
Canadian Boating Federation and the department of 
transport- 

The fee is $1 and the plate shows “the 
recommended safe limits of en g in e horsepower and the 
recommended gross load capacity.” 

Boat owners who don't have the plate can be 
prosecuted. 

There is a peculiar thing about this regulation, 
howe v er. A policeman can issue a summons if a boat¬ 
man has failed to comply with the law with respect to 
displaying the plate but he can't do anything about It If, 
in defiance of the recommendations it carries, he 
overloads his boat 

He can only remind the offender of the risk he is 
taking and the possibly tragic consequences. 

For many years now, various authorities have 
collaborated in teaching water safety, the daily 
newspapers among them. In the main the lessons have 
been learned. Boat owners are generally careful about 
providing lifejackets, fire extinguishers, flares and all 
the rest of the necessary equipment for safe boating; 
and they listen to weather reports and don't take 
unnecessary chances. But even the experienced will 
admit that they still have something to learn when 
they are faced with emergencies. Hie best plan is to 
take the precautions necessary to avoid them. 

Recomnended reading for anyone who goes 
pleasure-boating is the department of transport 
booklet, “Safety Afloat." It is available at the office of 
the steamship Inspector and the department of 
transport (marine) offices in the federal building.

^Top-notch" District Saved Again 

Fortress Rockland 


Well Rockland has won another victory over 
the people of Vietoria. 

At the expense of a number of oid people who 
would have found comfortable and familiar ac¬ 
commodation in a rest home on a street and in 
surroundings they knew, the powers on Rockland 
Avenue have maintained their status as what 
Mayor Hugh Stephen has described as a “top- 
notch” district. 

The rejection of die application to convert Barclay 
Manor, at 1759 Rockland, from an apartment house to a rest 
home was confirmed by council with the hetp of one member 
of city council. Aid. Percy Frampton. who completely 
reversed his atand between discussion in committee and final 
resolution of the issue in council. 


Hie fact that the city's planning and welfare departments 
were in favor of the conversion didn't outweigh the opposition 
of the advisory planning osnmisBion. king a proponent of the 
status quo. 

Most of its members, incidentally, live in Oak Bay. 

The fact that there are a dozen lodges and rest homes in 
fhe Rockland area didn't seem to o>unt for much either. In 
fact nothing seemed to count except the fact that Rockland is 
an RIA area (single-family dwelling with special restrictions 
as to homage and floor spate!. That fact, apparently, is 
enough to damn any development, no matter how 
humanitarian. 

It wasn't as though this was a welfare proposition either — 
heaven torbid that a weilare recip*en I should even be allowed 
to set foot in the sacred precincts of Rockland Avenue. 


What the applicant wanted to do was open a rest home 
for people of c snfortabie means — many of them, it was 
anticipated, would be drawn right from the Rockland area. 
Provision of a rest home wjuld aim them to live in wxnfort 
In a district w hich they loved and with which they were 
il l lBlL 

Nor was it a omsideration that the applicants tor 
anvrrmn have spent money on their property and that it is 
b*-yond reproach. Furthermore, they expected lo spend 
another 140.000 on the conversinri in order to ensure the best 
accommodation and a building which would be a credit to the 
district 

This in the face of the fact that scene properties on 
Rockland have bem all owed to run down almost to the jungle 
state. 

It was not important apparently, to the Rx-kland lobby 


which went all out to oppose this one. nor to members of 
council who voted to reject the application that 
accommodation for oid people is one of the most serious of 
all Victoria's problems. 

This town has more old people than anywhere else in 
Canada and when they reach a certain age someone has to 
find places for them to live and give them help. 


But. of course, this is not important to the powerful 
segment of Rockland people root all at them by any means.' 
who feel that they must retain the mviolabUtty <4 their 
precious bale enclave 

Let me say right here that the rejection was not a 
unanimous decisi>*i of council. Alderman Lily Wilson. Robert 
Baird and Turn Christie, to their credit, opposed. 

In making his contention that the RIA status of Rockland 
should be upheld. Aid. Ian Stewart suggested that it might be 
well to take a fresh new look at the whole Rockland zoning 
situation. He added that he doubted if there would be change 
made 

Well, Aid. Stewart, there certainly wouldn't be under tMr 
council. 

But this town is changing — more slowly than most, 
perhaps, but still changing. 


And. ki my opinion, there is less and less r>*xn tor 
Rockland or anv^other kind of snobbery Rockland ought to 
join the rest of the community and not try to stand proudly 
aloof. , 

One way to bring this sechcti of the city in line with the 
rest is to remove the special zoning restrictions which now

Working behind glass with 
sealed rubber gloves, a tech¬ 
nician will piaicture the boxes 
so that the gases Inside can 
he analyzed. Thas will check 
tor can lamina tion by the 
earth's atmosphere and reveal 
any original kinar gases. 

The boxes are then broken 
open and the rocks lifted out 
to be photographed, measired 
and giv en a preliminary scru¬ 
tiny by scientists. Next, in an 
ultra-high vacuum that comes 
close to that of the moon, 
technicians wig use remote- 
controlled tools to break toe 
rocks i nto experimental 
samples. 


Scene of these wall go down 
to an underground laboratory 
where their rad*o-acavit> will 
be analyzed by die most 
sensitive radiation counter in 
existence. This should tell 
scientists how old the rocks 
are and whether toey were 
ever melted — crucial clues 
to the history at the moon. 
Magnetic tests wil provide 
evidence of the moon's mag¬ 
netic field, now and in toe 
past 

With the ‘‘time-criticar* 
tests completed, the samples 
will be sent round the vactaan 
system to labwatories special¬ 
izing in almost every con¬ 
ceivable gentogical technique.

Inbrie fhey~will be * erased 
to common gases such as 
oxygen, nitrogen and water 
vapor — with a risk that they 
might explode or disintegrate 
as the gases meet minerals 
that have only known a high 
vacuum. In another there will 
he a search for carbon, the 
key element of Mfe. 

Seine of the most intriguing 


experiments wil go an in lie 
biology laboratories where the 
samples will be powdered and 
fed to mice, birds, insects, 
fish and plants that have all 
been reared in totally germ- 
free environments. With no 
bugs in them, they should be 
sensitive indicators to any 
bugs in fhe lunar rocks. 


They will be watched- But 
though the watching biologists 
would obviously be beside 
themselves with excitement if 
anything startling happened, 
they are expecting to be 
disappointed. 

As tong as they are. the 
samples will be released alter 
an indefinite quarantine and 
sent to just over 100 labora¬ 
tories around the world lor 
further exhaustive tests. 

No one knows what they 
will reveal. This is virgin 
territory lor science. Indeed, 
the list of expei i ntents 
strongly suggests that every¬ 
one is groping in the dark — 
doing everything they can 
think of in case something 
interesting turns up

But behind their immediate 
uncertainty, scientists are 
sire that these and later 
moon samples will light up 
vast areas of ignorance about 
the history of the mun and 
earth 

Having lain tor eons in an 
ernsianless limbi they should 


hold perfectly preserved keys 
to such questions as whether 
the moon split from the earth 
or is a captured planet: when 
it was funned; what it was 
formed from; what the sun 
was like when it was formed 
(from tell-tale traces of rad- 
ationsl; whether it was once a 
"young” planet with active 
volcanoes, water and eroding 
streams; and. not least, 
whether life ever touched it 
before this weekend.

control of the throttle and ease the spacecraft to a 
landing, much as he would a helicopter. 

Should anything go wrong at any point he could 
punch one of the yellow and black abort buttons 
and shoot the landing module back aloft for ren¬ 
dezvous with the command ship. 

Once Armstrong and Aldrin are on the hmar 
surface, however, Collins has no way of rescuing 
his colleagues. 

Five feet above the moon, probes on three of 
tf» hmar lander's four legs touch the surface, flash¬ 
ing on a fight and telling Armstrong to turn off the 
descent engine. 

The touchdown itself will be at a speed of about 
two miles per hour. 

Whenever he decides to take the step. Arm¬ 
strong will open ihe hatch Of the hmar module 
and begin backing slowly down a nine-rung alumi¬ 
num ladder. On the second rung, he pulls a ring 
out about three inches with his left hand, opening 
a door to an equipment storage area where a tele¬ 
vision camera is stowed. 

It is aimed at the bottom rang of the ladder to 
record that historic moment when Armstrong drops 
his booted left foot onto the lunar surface and 
takes man's first step into another workL 

Earthlings will share the moment over one of 
the moat intricate communications setups devised 
by man. 

Apollo whipped around the far side of the moon 
for the first time Saturday and fired a six-minute 
rocket Mast that dropped it into the desired 70 by 
194 mile high orbit. 

A tense, silent 35 minutes elapsed between the 
time the astronauts first disappeared behind the 
moon and the time they emerged to confirm they 
had obtained lunar orbit. 

“It was like perfect.” enthused Armstrong. 

After the first flurry of communications to 
exchange information or the orbit, ground control 
asked the moon fliers to look for signs of escaping 
gases or other strange events occuring near the 
crater Aristarchus. Astronomers reported observ¬ 
ing the mysterious activity while Apollo 11 w^s on 
the outward voyage. 

Armstrong broke out his moon map. then re¬ 
ported back to Earth: “I can’t tell at that distance

There was no indication the astronauts had 
spotted Luna 15. the satellite Russia has in orbit 
around the moon There has been speculation the 
Soviet space vehicle might try to la n d on the mopn^ 
xlKip up some moon material and bent the Apollo 
11 crew back to Earth with such samples. 

As the sp a cec ra ft settled into its hmar orbit. 
Armstrong reported: 

"Apollo 11 is getting its first view of the land¬ 
ing approach 

"The pictures that were brought back by 
Apollo 10 gave us a very good preview of what to 
look foe here. It looks very much like the pictures, 
but like the difference be twe e n watching a real 
loot ball game and one on TV. 

“There’s no substitute for actually being here.” 

Later, he said: “We’re over Ml Marilyn at the 
present time.” The mountain, named after the wife 
of Apollo 8 astronaut James Lovell, is one of the 
landmarks leading to Apollo ll’s landing site on 
the Sea of Tranquillity 

Although the Apollo II crew hasn't been 
known for its talkativeness. Armstrong started 
radioing back description even before the spaceship 
swung behind the moon and into lunar orbit. 

As the spaceship made its approach, he told 
ground control: 

’The view of the moon that we've been having 
recently is reaHy spectacular. It fills about three- 
quarters of the hatch window, and of course, we 
can see the entire circumference even though part 
of it is in complete shadow and part of it is in 
Earthshine. 

“It’s a view worth the price of the trip ” 

The 38-minute long television show began on 
the spaceship's second swing aromd the moon, 
and the shots dearly showed the large craters dot¬ 
ting the barren, brownish-grey surface. 

“The Sea of Fertility doesn't seem very fer¬ 
tile to me,” vo l u n t e ere d Collins, but added:

Finally, Armstrong and Aldrin wfB fire file 
lander's descent engine and begi n the last danger¬ 
ous miles to the moan. 

They win travel in the same orbit as the com¬ 
mand module far approximately two-thirds of an 
orbit, then fire their descent engine which will 
lower them kito an orbit about 50,000 feet above the 
crater-pocked lunar surface.

The foreshore was 
owned by Ca n adian Coffieries which gave up the 
foreshore rights about a year agOL

leries. As the leases expire they are being can¬ 
celled and the area becomes public oyster gathering 
ground.

Don't try to dean them all out in a 
year or two. Conserve them so everyone can gather 
a few and enjoy them. ‘

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THE FOXGLOVE 


IMMIGRANT FROM EUROPE 


All over Vancouver 7i land the 
foxglove bursts into bloom with 
the beginning of tummer . its tail 
stalks hung with drooping belli 
grow thickly at the edge of the 
wood and stand In drifts in the pas¬ 
tures. They crowd along the road* 
sides and ditches; they turn up, un* 
inviteil, in the gardens of country* 
dwellers , anti even invade the back 
alleys of the city. 

Originally Imported frcan Europe aa an 
ornamental i>lant or as a commercial lource o# 
the drug digitalis, the foxglove soon escaped Into 
the surrounding countryside. It la now so much at 
homo in Canada and the northrrn United States 
that It la considered by many In be a common 
wikff lower. 

It ha* borne many names in Its time. In 
England tlx* flowers were once ended fairy 
thbnble*, fairy gloves or Wry c<gw, witches* 
gloves or wHein's' fingers, folks* irlove* or bksidy 
lingers. 

The WeMi called them dogs' fingers, red 
fingers nr elves' gloves, and tho Scots called them 
dead men's bells. In Franco they were known aa 
our lady's gloves or our lady's fingers, end In the 
Scandinavian countniei they were fox bell* or fox 
muaio. The Uermaia called them fingerhut 
dhimlgel. Other names were floppy dock. 
Dewater darken and wUd mercury. 


Some authorltlea claim that die ‘glove* part of 
the name refers to an old musical instrument 
known aa a gleow, wltioh consisted of an arch 
hung with bdls of graduated aisea. The generlo 
name, digitalis, was derived from the I* tin 
digitus (finger), and waa Hated In 1542 by 
Leonhard Fuchs In his ‘Do Historic Stlrplum*.

Such a variety of names give* an Indication 
of the wealth of legend that surrounded this plant 
for centuries, Foxgloves and fairies were always 
ekisely connected, tlie fairies usiiqfths flowers for 
caps, thimbles, pettieosta and gloves. Avne 
fairies lived inside the blossoms, and any mortal 
who disturbed them was in danger of receiving a 
stroke from a fairy wand, Tills could remit In a 
disastrous and unbreakntilc enchantment, espe¬ 
cially If the (airy In residence waa a queen or a 
fairy fool. 

In Northern Kumpe wicked elves gave th# 
flowers to the fox to slip over his paws when he 
was raiding hen-hx>*t*. In England f»xgk>vc* had 
to be gathered with the loft hand from the north 
side of like hedge, or bad luck would follow. 
Wftctwa made use of foxgloves tn their poisons 
and msglo brews, toother w4th such diingerous 
plants as lienlwne, deadly nlghubade and nconlte. 

The witches had as great a knowledge of the 
properties of hertis as did the apothecaries nr 
herbalists — they differed only in tire ends to 
which they used their knowledge. It wai art old 
Shropdilrc woman’s cure for dnqsty that led to 
the discovery of digitalis tor tlie treatment of 
heart disease. Whether the «4d w*nan was a 
witch or not, wo arc i*K told t 


In 1785 a Dr. William Wlflherlrxr Ot 
Birmingham noted that tha Shropshire worn a a 
was effecting curs* In cases at osrdlac dropsy. 
He obtained her secret formula, discovered that 
foxglove leaves were an active ingredient, and 
after experiment* involving 200 esses, jaiblishad 
hit findings. In 1787 he sent foxglove seeds to Dr, 
Hall Jackson of New Hampshire and to Dr. Kara 
Sitka of Yale. The |dant Is now widely grown ss ■ 
commercial drug crop, especially in Miohlgan and 
Oregon. 

Digitalis, the drug obtained fmm the leaver 
has been of Inestimable value In controlling hear! 
disease. It mutt. h*wever, be administered 
extremely carefully, a* there It a very fine ling 
between a therapeutic dose and n lethal dosg. 
Foxglove leaves contain several gtunwldes and • 
number of aafionina, all highly poisonous t« 
human* and animals. Horses snd cattle will eat 
the leaves If other frxid Is toarce, and many hava 
died fn*n doing so. 

It is a little surprising that the old herbalists 
had no knowledge of the toxglnve'a medicinal 
powers, ronskk*ring that they found a use fug 
almost every jitant under the *un Even Nleltolaa 
Culpeper, the fam«au astrologer-physician of tfilV 
1654, hM little h» tny ntsait It beyond remarking 
that is la under the domination of Venus, being <4 
a genlle cleansing quality and withal very 
friendly to nature*. He reo<*nmemJ* an ointmerd 
of foxglove leaves for lore*. 

The ancient tirecka and 1 banana do nrd 
mention tlto |4ant at all; pnrikahly they had never 
•ten It, as it dues not gruw in the M«<diternmcaa

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/ V had not toon Boh for many 
form ri when I met him one day in 
i front of his Port Alberni residence 
arranging tome shrubs in the mini - 
•laird Japanese garden. He imme¬ 
diately commenced to explain in 
great detail why It foot necessary 
to he constantly rearranging the 
shrubbery and flora In order to 
maintain an aesthetic balance in 
color , mas*, form and texture . Un¬ 
fortunately it is the nature of vege¬ 
tation to grow, he lamented, though 
as an artistic composition it is con - 
etantly exciting in the ever-chang¬ 
ing compositions it produces. 

Well there are ways uf controlling It. The

hie grounds, constantly pruning, cutting, anti 
Wonting.

Art is natural way for Indians to begin 
steps into full Canadian society, 
says Robert Aller. 


•» raat of hla Me, and helping that pern 
dovelaii o freely expressive personality, 

A taM, sparse man with AtghOy greying bland 
hair, extremely alive and penetrating grey-Mue 
•yea. always maty dressed, Robert Alter is far 
from the popular "bohemian" artist Imago. Yet 
be la a wet known artst Hi his own right, and hla 
eolorfuNy expressive watcroolon o t west coast 
scenery graos the walls of many homes and 
gatertoa across Canada. 

Mr. Alter, who spent moat at his tarty school 
life In Victoria, began serious art studies at the 
Vanouuver School of Art, Continuing them for five 
years In Montreal, and later In Stookh<4m, 
Sweden. He returned in the coast In 1IS7 where 
palming and art teaching haw races tod hla time. 
Mush lima spent in the Toflrao-l'cluk* area, 
IwRire the tourist invasion, has deeply Influenced 
hi* own painting which Is eharartrrlard by the 
rich greens and oohres, dark tunalKlea, and a 
variety of impressionistic detail, whlah is easily 
rrcognlw'ahle In Uw untamed forests and 
luxuriant vegetation of the west coast. 

Children’s art Is not new to Mr. Aller. For 
many years an art dlrertor, in Montreal, various 
districts In Manthtba, ami bothMn the AMx>ml 
Dlslrlot High School and die Community 
Recreation Commission he owns one of t|ie 
largest collections of children's painting In 
Canada. It wni in IflM when Albert K. Caldwell, 
then prlncljdc <if the Allwml Indian Residential 
School (since retired and now living In Victoria) 


aMted Bob al a Irani oxMbMon dt his rtiUdree’s 
•ark f ha could achieve similar resuMs with 
Indian tM M mi at the Kind. ' 

Bob was delighted with tola opportunity; and 
have began Mr. Altor'a long and new wvg* known 
experience wKh Canadian Indian youth, a youth 
that b both artist and spokesman for a ouMure 
"ao unbellevrably dtOerent and. remote from 
our own white urban way of living." The 
experience, he admits, was gke stepping into 
another world. The n s u it s of that step have been 
rtwaei on a number of oocaaione, moat recently hi 
a display at the provincial museum 

"We put all our lives into our art forms’* ha 
says, "no In tom can be found, tn a frnxen state, 
the sum total of a man's upbringing, hla culture, 
his history, add Ms i-motoonsl eampnrilton.” This 
la why Indian child art is so different, ao 
Informative, and ao rich. It la spontaneous are] 
therefore truthful. "Generally It tells us more 
nlmut the Indian and his way of life, his attitude to 
life and tlx* World, thnn any amount of words can, 
for the Indian culture Is not essentially a verbal 
culture like ours." This, assert* Roll, Is {lie key to 
underslHmling Ihc art of the Indian. 

While In eastern Canada, two years ago. hi 
search of *»*n© Imtinn ceremonial masks, Mr. 
Aller wus approached by the Ontario di*pnrtment 
of Indian affair* to give a lecture on hi* wntk 
with Indian children on the west const. 

The result whs tiie karma t Ion of a pioneer 
project, t|Kin*oml Jointly by Uw department of 
Indian nffnirs nod tiie Indians themselves, to 


One might well ask, what has all this tn do 
with Indian child art on the Canadian west onast. 

The answer is quite sim]to, and I believe the 
anakvy is Justified. As a child grows and 
devektpa we do rot gerevaiy subscribe to kipping 
off Ilia limbs periodically to keep him manage¬ 
able, nor do we usually restrict his diet wHh the 
Intention uf stunting hla growth to keep Mm 
"cuto." Whatever the reason*, society has king 
been tupping, otmjipina. and stunting the creative 
life growth of children, particularly Indian 
children wlio art* more deprived Uian white 
children of the opportunities for creative 
•xpreseton. 

Well, despite Rob’s peneltant fur Japanese 
gardening, I would otenpare Ms work with Indian 
Children to the creative landsca|4st uf Chioago, * [_ 
Jon* Jensen, who acught to arrange Ihc (fciwen, 
ahruba and trees in their youth ao they oouid 
grow naturally and unimpeded to full maturity, 
without any form uf horticultural barbarism. Bub 
believe* with resolute conviction that children are 
naturally creative; Hint given the opportunity and 
the material*, a minimum of encouragement and 
direction they wM respond with natural and 
Informative creativity. He is further convinced

Golden Lake, Ontario to benefit from Mr. Aller'a 
OMttxxla <rf art education. Hie success might well 
be gauged by the reaction* from all quarter*. The 
National Muaeum of Canada at Ottawa requeated 
perm Union to hang tho children 1 * paJntiiqp aa 
part of a permanent exhibition, 

Mr. Alter waa requeated to return and expend 
the project over five Ontario Indian oommunltiea 
the following summer. CBC hat shown a 
documentary on hia activities on radio and TV. 
Since then he haa been In oonatant demand as a 
lecturer on his work with the Indian child and 
their present and future oidtural poaltlon In North 
Americn society In universities, museum*, and 
vaMous while organisations across Canada. 

A4) Aller'a method la quite simple, though 
decidedly unorthodox oonq>ared with current 
olasanaun techniques in ohlWrcn'a art education. 

He aays: "I use the term 'method' but this 
metis si altera and sometimes altera eonslderbaly 
depending on tito particular group of children I 
hapixm to be working with. Actually K la the 
student who dictate* the 'method' providing I am 
aenattive enough to read the 'what, how, and 
when' the student haa In mind. I bnMeve school* 
tend to allfle creativity because of their too- 
farmal approach to something which la basically 
natural and imjailalve." 

Thus his 'classea' are eoaenthiMy informal 
affairs with Instruction baaed on example and 
anonuragemimt rather than didactic rule pro- 
Claiming, 

"The children," he says, "are free to eome and 
go aa they please, or stay away for a time, or go 
off lor a awlm and onma tiadk wet. They are 
■flurrrrl to sing and beat the floor while they 
paint." There are no restrictions. 

"At Golden Lake I merely arrived one day 
and announced my preeenoe by making ansne 
plaster oasts outside In a sand pile. Soon an 
Interested group of Atidrsn gathered around and 
aftar a while wanted to share the action. It didn't 
take long for word to spread around about die 
•toange white man who played In the sand,” he 
added laughing- Iiiwrent to this appmah la Mr. 
Aler'a deep oonvlotlon that art catta* be 
hapuaed on children; It la In them, both ecnedou* 
and unouiaaioua and only requires the means and 
the opportunity to express Itself. 

"This," he maintains, "Is ronlly all I do." 


Mr. AMer pointed out that the Interesting 

point about the Canadian Indian Is that he 
atlll thinks Indian, only in white language. 

The fact that he expresses concepts of a 
different culture In an *ken language framework 
often leads him to be misunderstood by the white 
man. 

He further emphasised that the Indian child 
today la brought up totally Indian in eaaenoe and 
lira! meets the white culture In majority when, tf 
he Hum near an urban area, when he attend! 
school. Otherwise this la reserved for hla first trip 
to the city, i 

Imagine the difference. We Mve In a noisy 
Talking' society where we constantly verbalise 
\ and rationalise our every action and decision. The 
Indian cornea from a silent society, does not feel 
. the need to verbalise and moat «rf hla actions, 
though bastaally equally aa 'rational' are 
primarily Intuitive, 

Our educational prooeea la baaed <>n literacy; 
the Indian's la baaed on observation, Where 
science la for us the ultimate pnwf. experience la 
for him. Whereas we emerae ourselves In social 
trends and fads aa our guideline* hr action the 
Indian la guided tty a deep reverence for tradition 
and a oompllmentxry rvsjtect for hla skiers. 

The basis <if our llvelltxsxl la capitalism and 
Industrialisation; hla la sharing and fmxl 
gathering. We think, save, and provide for the 
future — retirem e n t and old age; the Indian 
thinks rarely of ^tomorrow and never further 
ahead than one wdh^er. It la quite easy to see how 
the Indian ran berome alternated, dispossessed, 
frustrated. repr e s se d and bitter when suddenly 
faced with such a foreign environment. 

What a more natural and personal way can 
there be for the Indian child'to begin hia step 
Into a Ml Canadian society than by hla direct 
expression In the arts — so that hia mar*, hla 
vrdcs la not In any wuy confined nr Influenced 
within the white man's terms of reference. 

The result la a completely free, uninhibited, 
and genuine statement. For the Indian child, 
attuned naturally to a non-verbal cultural back¬ 
ground, this Is a more sjiontancous mode of per¬ 
sonal expression. 

Aa one Indian sold, on seeing an exhibition ofl 
the children's work; "This la the Indian that the 
Indian doesn't even know," 

A chief on viewing the rhUdm'e paintings 


In his c<xmminity exclaimed In surprise and 
excitement: "I didn't know tl*ey could do such 
colorful work I simply didn't know." Mr. Alla* 
answered the Chief: "Your children eouid Itava 
done this a hundred year* ago or a hundred yeata 
from now -but they <Hd It today l" 

In another community's exhibit of ohiM 
paintings, a group of school teachers (some were 
white) commented to Mr. Alter: "Why can't 
thes* children turn out the same vibrating oolurt 
and fnivns In our school dassea It's the same 
kids with the same paints?" 

Art has Its effeota wbk-h are generally the 
aarne on all peojde, It gives both the arttet and 
the community a sense of pride. It allows the 
artlat to explore himself and hla environment lx 
tangible terms. It records In ooncrete symbols die 
culture, attitudes, and history of a people. 

For their Inspiration the children draw on the 
forms moat familiar to them. Theme* from 
logrnda, wild creature* and hai>p*nlnga from that 
myths of their folklore, scene* from their owx 
home or community, portrait* and self portrait*, 
I kit moat itften perhaps the color* and forma 
found naturally In the forest and wildlife that 
surrounds them. Very rdten the frmi reftsrst* 
tradltlonnLtrihal art froma from masks anil other 
carvings, or the ancient II hist rated carve* I »ng 
palmed lorma In atone, 

I asked Mr. Aller how he felt aa a while man, 
often the only on* in a settlement, living and 
working with Indian people. 

He related; "Even after ao lung spent at thia 
was* 2 feel like a stranger In anotlier land, but 
not particularity lonely. There is a faalnatlngt 
warmth and friendliness The hlabwy at the land 
ia carved by nature and Mm people live within its 
dealgn," He continued: "The onlura and torm* 
produced by theoe children belong to the Indian 
ahild. It Is both their heritage and their present 
day In one." 

To Mr, Aller art ia obviously a very personal 
activity. TO respect that in children as wrM as In 
adulti is a very dlfflouit acoomihaiunent Muny 
■ooh children never have the afiportunlty as 
exisrvss themselves In this wny, five from the 
prohibitive restrictions of white soh'sits oriented 
towards the white culture. It la therefore 
understandable that ttwy themselves, ss weM sa 
their aociely, should feel re|«reascd, dissatisfied, 
and frustrnted. 

In Iks i>wn way and In Ms own Meld Rohrrg 
Aller Is a one man oruaede and In hla wnrdef 
"my Men X to create the right atmosphere 
toward s positive understanding giving the rhlli 
the opportunity to find hit own Inrientlty and t« 
maintain bis sense of belonging. This will set the

Bey and aa 
we were doubtful , about the exact 
posltkm of the meeting plsoe we 
proceeded with eautlcn up Mlrs Bay 
until we gently ran aground at the 
head of the Bay. 

It was about 1:30 In tie morning 
when we heard the mar of s speed 
boat engine npi»nNiching and had 
vlsksta of Itaving been followed by 
the Japs from that destroyer, but we 
weren't going to give up now we had 
got so far, so preparations were 
made to defend ourselves nr take to 
the wbI.t, However, our h«rs wire 
soon allayed as wv heard English 
voices shouting to enoh other and 
realized it was our MTBs earning in, 
so we were nil rrxro or less near tic 
appointed spot. 

When we landed wv were met by 
the guerillas and villagers who were 
all very friendly and hosirfUiliie, 
giving us hot milk and biscuits, but 
for myself I didn't feel too safe 
because same of time guerillas 
were only boys nnd wvre wnlWi^j 
about with an outamutk pistol in 


ono hand, a poluto masher grenade 
on a pleoe of string round Uielr nock 
and a mills bomb hanging bom 
their bolts, whereas In normal times 
thoy would bo peaceful fishermen or 
furmers. 

The MTBs wvre nil lined up near 
the atiora discharging into small 
boats everything movable fmm guns 
and mdk> sets to tinned food and 
cigarettes, and by tint light of dawn 
all hod been landed nnd tho MTBs 
themselves had been token out into 
thn bay and scuttiod in deep water. 

Wo were now on the mainland of 
China at the village of Nnmo and is 
daylight Inorrascd wo all dis p er s ed 
amongst the trees of s friendly 
farmyard to keep out of sight of 
patrolling aircraft. Here we 
remained until dusk that everting 
when we moved off to single Hie 
billowing country paths beside ttw 
many poddy fields until we rested In 
s tern [ileyard where ws slept on 1m 
hard stone floor. 

Then on again nH next day over 
three ranges of hills and fording two 
rivers, until st about nine o-clock 
tiMt night, after covering 35 miles at 
hard going tnsn Nnmo, we aame to 
tho most onjclni part of our Journey, 
the crossing of a highway frequently 
used by Japanese truck oanvoys. 
Hero tiie guerillas doubled Iwir 
scouts and spread further out whilst 
we proceeded wdto extreme cnuUan 
until we all lay concealed beat (to tho 
embankment and could see and hear 
toe trucks moving past. 

Tfio guerillas set up a system of 
slgnshi from positions Kith up and 
down the road, signaling when all 
was clear (hiring a lull In the trafHa, 
then we would make a datft tor It, 
six st it time, until at last we were 
all safely aamss the road. Later tut 
night we arrived at a smalt village, 
very tired, but relieved that toe worst 
was over, and our friendly guerdla 
■routs began returning to their own 
district. 


We were now In Five China 
wirsv we (vxxxintrred sonic units of 
the Chinese Army, and after another 
two days at easy marches wo 
reached Wolottnw, a oily on (lie East 
Ttlvrr about 100 miles north «f Hong 
Kong. Here ws were billeted In Ihe 
American mission hospital, whet* 
we remained far two du>* wftile 
arrangements were set uf» lietween 
the govommotits nf China and 
Britain ftir our further pragmas 
through China. 

When tils was established we all 
embarked on two motor houseboats 
for a 120 mile trip further rvrth up 
tho East river. These Ixaiacboats 
were hardly the type us seen around 
here, actually they were sixtilow 
druught barges with woextm sided 
deckliouses extending nearly the full 
length of the bnr^o, covered with 
bamboo mat roofs and iw-ofielled by 
motor oar sngtnes using charcoal 
gaa as Hid, then there wns a narrow 
deck on each aide of the deck house 
to allow passage tore and nft, but 
kiskto them was hardly ro.ni to 
Stand up so ws Just sot or lay down 
on straw mala In our allotted plaoaa. 

Aa we advanced further up tw 
river the shallows became more 
frequent and Ihe barges had to be 
poled and pushed constantly off Band 
banka nnd at times stl men hud to 
discmliark and walk along the river 
bank wltilst the barge passed over 
extremely shallow pair hen. During 
this part of the trip I contracted 
drstble pneumonia, so I was thankful 
wirn we arrived at I-ungehunn, four 
days later, and I was assisted up to 
the local Inn. 1 

Here Dr. Chnn Ping wm railed 
fmm the local hospital and, for¬ 
tunately tor me, he had a supply of 
■ulphanilamide tablets, nnd Injection 
which he admintatered at once. Utis 
Inn wns the Bret of many Chinese 
hnstelrlefl we were destined to stay 
at, Jisit a plain oountry Inn with no 
mothra oanvertiencre ir plumbing 
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end the beds wni at the bunk type 
with plain wtndon ptenia to he an.

The doctor waa moat attendva 
and lite treatment vary efficient ao 
that In flv* daya I waa agmki fit to 
trawl, although very weak, and we 
obtained permission from the Bank 
of (film to Join a convoy of three of 
their truck* also going over to 
SNukweit. Thin journey of 2X mdea 
oooupted two cteya, at first fo rough 
very billy country whore the naidi 
were rough, narrow and very 
winding, but the next day the Ruing 
waa much better over open lrialns ao 
we arrived at Shlukwen that evso- 
Ing, whore we were fortunate to 
find the rcet of the ii&rty itiM there.

The flret part of the trip took u« 
a further 'J00 miles north to 
Hengynng, whore tbe peaceful torov

At this central China city our 
aontagro wore ivritohed to sivitorr 
Una, wtotoh nowaday* now from 
Hankow to Nitrating and Hanoi in 
Vietnam, but then <*% want m hr 
oa Kweilnl. 

Hero the terrain bate on a 
strange grotesque apfwarance aa 
ourtoue rook formations rose 
abruptly from the ftet valley to aa 
much as 500 feet ar mars in vnrkxg

From here we oarried on by train 
to Via end of the rail line at Nanban 
passing tiirmiRh t.tuohnw, ■ oity 
builllng with (Ivor traffic and 
etreete busy with buam and bicycles. 

But at N an tan w* had to find 
other mourn nf‘ transport tn <«rctnr to 
proceed further on our Jourowy and 
were fortunate to obtain three

Oa the fourth dny In the trucks if 
waa rotating (warily when wa moved 
off that morning, making the roads 
muddy and alipfwiy and wa were 
no* la very hilly country vritii i*xir 
vialiklity on rough and winding 
roads.

Bake 
In a preheated 350 degree F. oven for about an 
hour or until it tests done. Cool on a rack. 

Most of the health stores stock honeyed 
apricots. Dried apricots may be used Scald these 
before chopping and mraR tiring, and Increase 
sugar In recipe from \ cup to 1 cup.

In a flari», Ongeaux remembered the 
newspaper stories, the radio reports of whnt had 
happened to wane of those who had picked up 
strangers. And he woe afraid. 

But ho was also angry. The thought at his 
family arriving In the grim railway station to find 
no one waiting overcame his terror. Almost by 
raflex, his foot hit his brake and tha oar sodded 
to a stop op the gravel shoulder.

The third, although frightened by the 
Weeding, retching monster, hod polled G*lcuux 
Into his back seat and raced to hospital, where 
doctors had battled five hours to save the 
salesman's life.

Before his final 
flight from Kirkland Lake pnMce tar savagely 
assaulting an officer, he hnd left his young wife a 
note saying he would not he taken aMve, 

TMs was the man whom Joe Colleaux had 
Invited Into Ms ear thnt raining, horror-fftk'd Juno 
night of 1060. His simple, friendly gesture had 
almost cost Mm Ms Ufa. In lost satos 
oenmlssluns and medical expenses. H cost him 
W.000. Not to montlon untold suffering. 

In 19R5 he told his story to a national 
magazine. He hid wotted, he said, until Ti whey’s 
parents liad passed on. But there was another 
“reason for talking after 15 years. This was to 
Implore motorists not to pick up hltohhlksrs. Most 
peupic wouldn't think of taking a complete 
stranger Into their homes, he explained, yet many 
frequently allow strangers Into tholr cart. As be 
had. 

Peter Oinmcxuk, 55, picked up a hitchhiker 
on a hlgltway near Edmunkei, tour ysars ago. 
The man with outstretched thumb turned out to 
be 43-year-old Iznils Wolfson, s man with s 
problem. His dilemma, Wolfson liter tuM ptdloe, 
was the fact he wanted to die but tacked tlio 
courage to commit suicide. 


So be hod resolved to oommit murder ta 
hopes af being executed. And by blind, bitter 
chance, friendly Chamczuk had putted over to the 
side of die road to give him a lift. It was the last 
favor he ever did. 

Whipping out ft gun, WoWeon forced the 
frightenod motorist to drive to • paint near 
Wrtssklwln. whore he shot him in the head. 
Sentenced to be hanged, Dec. 8, 1966, Wolfson'ft 
death sentenoe was commuted to life imprison¬ 
ment by the federal cabinet hi a specific move to 
thwart his death wish. 

When 47-year-old Georgia textile mIH super, 
visor Billy Copeland picked up blond Roy 
Qwttsrton, 21, and bahylaced Woodrow Whiaman, 
18, Of Weet Vs., they to reed Mm to drive to ■ 
deserted house. Because the father of four asked 
they return the photogriqihs of his family from 
his wallet, the pair had beaten Mm to death with 
• board. 


In Oct., 1967, 19-year-old Ritxvjfle. Wash., 
drifters ’Den Braun and Leonard Maine wore 
conwlctsd ct first degree murder, attempted 
murder, kidnapping and rape after ft throe-stata 
orlmt wave.

This new major work by Louis Fiselirr is the logical 
siicci»ssor to Ills trailhlazitig study, The Soviet in W orld 
Affairs , published as long ago us 1931. Flsclicr has 
spent half a lifetime dissecting Soviet foreign policy 
from avulluble sources (und from some not available 
to others), and this new hook cuts u clear path through 
the complex munoeuvrings of the Kremlin in its deal 
ings with the outside world up to the outhreuk of tho 
Second World War. 


The events treated in these page* 
are, of course, familiar, but not 
Fischer's deductions and hli' fascin¬ 
ating interstitial matter. Time and 
again tho reader la brought up aliort 
by a revealing fact ho haa read 
nowhere rfao or a poising comment 
timt throws light on tho Russian 
mind, i Flactier haa acveroi biting 
portraits in hia book, chief among 
them that of Stalin, "Statin," it 
begins, "had one gud — power. His 
orlnglng adulation <rf Lenin was a 
atrutogem in his ascent to tiie i>oak, 
(Lenin did not notice until t<« late.) 
... Ho thrived und mvcfKxl hi* goal 
thank* to a dictatorship. In a 
democracy ho might have been a 
local machine ixiUticdan, or a - 
corru|ft trade union leader, or a 
capitalist robber baron . . 


Ukc Hitler, Stalin la a prime 
tituMtrutliwi of tho ilteory that men 
attu|» history, Hia fear and dlstruat 
of the West, wxjpled with hia belief 
in hia own Infallible Judgment, were 
major fuotora in deciding tho course 
of the Second World War. The Russo- 
German Non-Aggression Pact of 19(59 
triggered the war, and for the first 
lime Fischer provides convincing 
pnxif that It was itnlln, not Hitler, 
who sought the agreement. Fischer 
traces the first Soviet probes for 
such n i»uot all tho way back to 19(55, - 
at which time Hitler waa not yet 
ready for It. When he waa four years 
later, Stalin, waa only too eager to 
sign. 


Untiko ■ o m o KremlinotogMs, 
Fischer believes the Pact to Iwvo 
been a monumental error for Stalin 
in the ling run, thoi«h at flrat bluah 
It aewned to set the German* and 
the AlUet at cxlennlasting each 
other, But It also act tn motion 
Stalin's expansionist policy in Cen¬ 
tral Europe, which in tum drove 
Hitler to Invade tho Soviet Union. 
Yet in all Russia no word of 
rrltlotom waa uttorfd against It. The 
Purge* (and Flachor'a account of 
thla Duntran ejiiandr la drilling) had 
(xxnpk'tely cowed the Ruaalan peo¬ 
ple. 

Because the Pact was nf hit 
making, Stalin doggedly refused to 
believe the many warning* he 
received German Invaskxv Hitler 
was the only Westerner he had ever 
trusted and he couM not bring 
himself tn admit he was wrong.
